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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 5/8/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argued that Pless et al. (US 2003/00004428, hereinafter "Pless") 
and Fischell et al. (US 6,016,449, hereinafter "Fischell", incorporated by reference) fail 
to disclose a target signal including one or more previously detected signals indicative 
of an activity that precedes a neurological event. This argument is not found moving 
because, although Pless and Fischell do not explicitly disclose that the target signal 
includes one or more previously detected signals, Fischell does implicitly specify that 
the target signal includes a previously detected signal at column 20, line 19. For the 
threshold to be adjusted to provide the desired number of false positives, the threshold 
must be based on a previously detected signal threshold. In other words, a threshold 
signal must be derived to correspond to the desired false positive rate, then this signal 
is used as the "target signal" for detecting neurological events. The target signal 
(threshold) includes the signal (threshold) previously detected to derive the desired false 
positive rate. Furthermore, Fischell also discloses a time-domain analysis of electrical 
activity wherein the target signal (in this case time delay) is based on diagnostic testing 
of the patient (col. 24, line 6). 

2. In response to applicant's argument that Pless in view of Abraham-Fuchs et al. 
(US 4,974,602, hereinafter "Abraham-Fuchs") does not render the cited claims obvious 
because Abraham-Fuchs' invention does not constitute a target signal that precedes a 
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neurological event, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it 
that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the 
references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would 
have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). Abraham-Fuchs was relied upon merely for the teaching of 
target signals that are based on previous patient data or activity. Furthermore, it is 
notoriously well known in the art to base parameters, such as thresholds or other data, 
on parameters previously measured from a patient to account for inter-patient variability.
